He is often put on the black | 
list because he has been foun d guilty 
of in jurin g corn in the milk, d estroy­ 
in g cultivated fruits an d feed in g on 
the eggs an d youn g of poultry aud j 
wild bird s. 
Although in n early a 
thousan d stomachs ex amin ed by the 
d epartm en t of agriculture at W ash­ 
in gton , these charges have been sub­ 
stan tiated , it has also been ascertain ­ 
ed 
by the d epartm en t 
th a t 
the \ 
amoun t of harm d on e is putweighed 
by the amoun t of good d on e. 
Crows are 
d ecid ed ly 
in sectivor- j 
ion s, d estroyin g cut worms.May beet­ 
les, white grubs, chin ch bugs, grass­ 
hoppers an d crickets. They d o n ot 
d estroy large quan tities of 
in sects, 
but eat mice, rabbits, groun d squir­ 
rels, moles, sn akes, 
lizzard s, toad s 
an d frogs. 
The total quan tity of 
corn eaten by the crow am oun ts to 
25 per cen t of its food d urin g the 
whole year. 
In the win ter its food 
con sists partly of waste grain picked 
up here an d there aud of n o econ om­ 
ical value to "the farmer. 
Those who have stud ied the hab­ 
its of the crow claim that d urin g the 
greater part of the year they con ­ 
gregate in the pasture, field s, m ea­ 
d ows an d plowed lan d searchin g for 
grasshoppers’ larvae an d beetles.
